This is to formally notify you of the final flood hazard determination for your community, effective as of
August 16, 2018, in accordance with Part 67, Chapter I, Title 44 of the Code of Federal Regulations. As a
result of the countywide study for Morgan County, Alabama and Incorporated Areas, the Department of
Homeland Security’s Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) has determined that no Special
Flood Hazard Areas (SFHAS) exist at this time within the corporate limits of your community. This does
not preclude future determinations of SFHAs that could be necessitated by changed conditions affecting
the community or the availability of new scientific or technical data about flood hazards.

While FEMA has determined that your community does not contain SFHASs (areas inundated by a flood
having a 1% chance of being equaled or exceeded in any given year, i.e., the base flood), it should be
recognized that floods larger than the 1% annual chance flood do occur. Therefore, your community
should exercise care in evaluating new development that could aggravate or create flood problems in
these areas your community or in adjacent communities.

To date your community has not joined the National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP). We encourage
you to consider participation.

Communities that fail to enact the necessary floodplain management regulations will be suspended from
participation in the NFIP and subject to the prohibitions contained in Section 202(a) of the 1973 Act as
amended.

A Consultation Coordination Officer (CCO) has been designated to assist your community with any
difficulties you may be encountering in enacting the floodplain management regulations. The CCO will
be the primary liaison between your community and FEMA.

To assist your community in maintaining the FIRM, we reviewed our records to determine if any previous
Letters of Map Change (LOMC:s) (i.e., Letters of Map Amendment, Letters of Map Revision) will be
superseded when the revised FIRM panels become effective. According to our records, no LOMCs were
issued previously for the affected FIRM panels.

The FIRM and FIS report for your community have been prepared in our countywide format, which
means that flood hazard information for all jurisdictions within Morgan County has been combined into
one FIRM and FIS report. When the FIRM and FIS report are printed and distributed, your community
will receive only those panels that present flood hazard information for your community. We will
provide complete sets of the FIRM panels to county officials, where they will be available for review by
your community.

The FIRM panels have been computer-generated. Once the FIRM and FIS report are printed and
distributed, the digital files containing the flood hazard data for the entire county can be provided to your
community for use in a computer mapping system. These files can be used in conjunction with other
thematic data for floodplain management purposes, insurance purchase and rating requirements, and
many other planning applications. Copies of the digital files or paper copies of the FIRM panels may be
obtained by calling our FEMA Map Information eXchange (FMIX), toll free, at 1-877 FEMA MAP
(1-877-336-2627). In addition, your community may be eligible for additional credits under our
Community Rating System if you implement your activities using digital mapping files.

Please submit your existing or draft ordinance to Mr. Corey Garyotis, P.E., CFM, State NFIP Coordinator
within one month. Mr. Garyotis will review the ordinance, work with your community to develop a
compliant ordinance, and submit the compliant ordinance to FEMA Region IV for approval. Once you
have received feedback and adopt the ordinance, you should also mail a complete, signed official copy of
the adopted ordinance to Mr. Garyotis before the effective date. Email submissions are preferred, though
full contact information follows:
